My Nickel’s Worth 
“2014 The Year of the Horse” by Lou Vesh 


Whenever we sit down in a Chinese restaurant, | am drawn to the details on the paper 
place mat, which customarily adorn the tables of all such establishments. My only 
connection with the Chinese culture is my love for their cuisine. So, while waiting for my 
order to be served, | study the Chinese Zodiac on the place mat. 


According to their culture, it seems that persons are designated a certain creature, 
depending on the year in which they are born. My birth year is 1930, which apparently is 
the year of the horse, and repeats that title every 12 years. 


That brings us to 2014, and hence the wood shown above. It is a near repeat of the 
Similar wood issued in 2002. Perhaps | have no right to adopt a symbol from the 
Chinese Zodiac in such a matter, but | have handed these woods out to people working in 
the restaurants and have never been made to feel that | have trespassed some sacred 
ground. The wood has always been accepted with curiosity and wonder, and | have thus 
far never been chastised for its existence. 


Editor’s note: 


The Chinese Zodiac can _ be 
celebrated by any nationality if the 
individual so desires. A person may 
be a zodiac different than their 
birth year. That's because inj 
Chinese astrology the animal signs 
assigned by year represent what 
others perceive you as being or 
how you present yourself. 


It is a common misconception that the animals assigned by year are the only signs and 
many western descriptions of Chinese astrology draw solely on this system. In fact, there 
are also animal signs assigned by month (called inner animals), by day (called true 
animals) and hours (called secret animals). While a person might appear to be a Dragon 
because they were born in the year of the Dragon, they might also be a Snake internally, 
an Ox truly, and a Goat secretively. Depending on the source, the Goat is sometimes 
interchangeable with a Sheep or Ram. 


The zodiac traditionally begins with the sign of the Rat (Yang, 1st Trine, Fixed Element 
Water). The signs are each associated with Earthly Branch in order and their characteris- 
tics: Ox (Yin, 2nd Trine, Fixed Element Water), Tiger (Yang, 3rd Trine, Fixed Element 
Wood), Rabbit (Yin 4th Trine, Fixed Element Wood), Dragon (Yang, ist Trine, Fixed 
Element Wood), Snake (Yin, 2nd Trine, Fixed Element Fire), Horse (Yang 3rd Trine, Fixed 
Element Fire), Goat (Yin, 4th Trine, Fixed Element Fire), Monkey (Yang, 1st Trine, Fixed 
Element Metal), Rooster (Yin, 2nd Trine, Fixed Element Metal), Dog (Yang, 3rd Trine, Fixed 
Element Metal), and Pig (Yin, 4th Trine, Fixed Element Water).

“John Doe has duplicate woods to free up from his col- 
lection, if you think you have an interest in acquiring 
them, please contact John at...” 


If any type of transaction occurs between the parties it 
will remain confidential between them and have noth- 
ing to do directly with CAWMC. We are only providing 
the contact information.

Back in the days when | was sawing and splitting logs for firewood, | would often toss a few select pieces to one side for 
processing into wooden nickel blanks. Those were the days when | had all the necessary equipment, the lathe, the saws, 
the sanders. Many of my earlier issues were produced this way, and | still have a few hundred such blanks on hand. Such 
is the stock of the wooden nickel shown below. 


They were made from some firewood (probably maple) destined for 
our stove. But, instead of being burned to ashes, they will serve a 
more noble purpose, that of marking the 40th Anniversary of the 
~ CAWMC. Although the event is officially next year (2015), is was 
- deemed appropriate to release them at this year’s RCNA convention, 
given the later than usual date of the convention and the fact that

These are likely an R-3 or R-4 rarity. 


Patrick Nelson White (Friday, October 20th, 1950—Saturday, March 10th, 2007) was formerly of Newmarket (Ontario) but 
then moved to Winnipeg (Manitoba) around 1998, right after resigning as President of CAWMC. Shortly after retiring from 
the Canadian National Railway (he worked many years at the MacMillan Yard, the longest rail classification yard in Canada 
— located 20km north of Toronto in Vaughan), Pat died in his 57th year following complications from diabetes. At the time 
of death, Pat was survived by his loving wife Sandra and their children Evan (Heather), Ryan (Anne), and Breehan, and 
grandchildren Kayla, Brayden, Gavin, Rielyn and Jack. 


His collection of woods was unique, 
mostly featuring small communities 
in Northern Ontario (and some B.C.). 


These woods here cover Ontario’s 
Wawa (lots for this village), Sault Ste 
Marie, Algoma, and B.C. Granisle, 
This is just a few of Pat’s very 
interesting woods. Some are made 
as pendants, some as brooches / 
pins, others were coins, etc. 


A most detailed and interesting small 
wood is the one of Putnam Railroad 
Station (established 1983).

Your Editor has an original book autographed by the author Norman E. Wells, and inside it 
contains this record (Shown below) which confirms the CAWMC augural was in January 1975. 
This same book refers to the rarity scale discussed at our 2014 CAWMC Annual Breakfast 
Meeting; however, back then it was only 5 increments where today the Canadian and U.S. 
token collectors use a rarity scale with 10 levels. CAWMC adopted the Rarity Scale from Joseph 
Leroux Book of Canadian Coins and Cabinet: R-1 Common, R-2 Easily Obtained, R-3 Not Read- 
ily Available, R-4 Obtained With Difficulty, and R-5 Rare “Unique”.
